S.R.O. B.30.— Whereas a draft of certain Bye-laws regulating 
the collection and recovery of tax on pedal bicycles (in the Can- 
tonment of Mathura) was published with the Cantonment Board’s 
Notice No. B-30, dated the 30th November, 1979, as required by 
snb-sectlon (1) of section 284 of the Cantonment Act, 1924 
(2 of 1924), for Inviting objections, and suggestions till the expiry 
of a period of thirty days from the date of publication of th® 
notice. 
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AND WHEREAS the said notice was put up on the notice 
Board of the Mathura Cantonment on the 30th November, 1979; 

AND WHEREAS no objections or suggestions were received 
from the public by the Mathura Cantonment Board before th; 
expiry of the said period; 

AND WHEREAS the Central Government have duly appro- 
ved and confirmed the said draft of the bye-laws as required by 
sub-section (1) of section 284 of the said Act; 

NOW, THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause (3) of section 282 of the said Act, the Cantonment Board, 
Mathura hereby makes the following Bye-laws, namely ; — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These bye-laws may 
be called the Mathura Cantonment (Regulation of the Collec- 
tion and Recovery of Tux on Pedal Bicycles) Bye-laws, 1980, 

(2) They shall come into force on the dale of their publication 
in the Official Gazette. 

2. Rates, time and manner of payment of tax. — (1) The tax 
shall be collected at the rate of Rs. 2 -00 per annum and no 
person shall be liable to the payment of tax unless he has or had 
possession of a ped.l bicycle, for the period of exceeding 30 
days. 

(2) The Executive Officer of the Cantonment Board shall 
send to ev e ry person who in his opinion is liable to the payment 
of the said tax a schedule to be filled by such person with such 
information in respect of pedal bicycles owned by him, or in 
his charge, as the Cantonment Board considered necessary for 
the purpose of assessing the tax. 

(3) Every person to whom such schedule is sent shall be 
bound to fill up and return the same within such time as may be 
specified therein, whether he he liable to be assessed to the 
tax or not. 

3. Demand and collection Register to he maintained — From 
the information obtained as aforesaid, and from other infor- 
mation at its disposal, the Cantonment Board shall cause to 
be prepared in Form ‘A’ appended to these bye-laws, a Demand 
and Collection Register in which the names of all persons liable 
to pay the tax shall be entered and shall cause such register to 
be corrected from time to time as may be required, 

4. Period within which to make the payment . — The tax shaJV 
be payable within 15 days of demand. 

5. Inspection of Register. — Any person or his agent, whose 
name is entered in the register referred to in byc-law 3, shall be 
permitted free of charge to inspect and take extracts from any 
portion of the said register which relates to such person. 

6. Liability for payment of tax. — (1) Every person who keeps 
any pedal bicycle for use, whether as owner of such vehicle or 
a person who hired it or who has the lo -.n of it or hrs charge 
of it in any other capacity shall be deemed to be the person 
liable to the assessment of the said tax. 

2. Every person who becomes possessed of any pedal bicycle 
in respect of which he is liable for the first time to pay the said 
tax shall, within 15 days of his becoming possessec of the same, 
inform in writing the Executive Officer of the Cantonment Board 
of the fact of his having become possessed of such pedal bicycle. 

7. Grant of Licences — (1) The said tax on pedal bicycles 
shall be collected by means of licences in Form ‘B’ appended to 
these byo-Iaws and such license shall not be granted until the 
tax has been paid for a period extending beyond 31st March 
following the date of issue. 

S The said licence shall be granted exclusively in the name 
licensee and shall not be transferable. 

(3) The said licence shall be granted on application to 
the Executive Officer of ihe Cantonment Board by the person 
concerned, and shall be issued for the period ending 31st March, 
next following as the case may be. 

8. Payment of tax when a person ceases to own the pedal 
bicycle. — Any person who after the payment of the tax on pedal 
bicycle for and specified period ceases to own pedal bicycle for 
which he had paid the tax shall not be liable in the same period 
for further tax for pedal bicycle of which he may subsequently 
beoome the owner, provided that the number of pedal bicycles 
for which he had paid the tax is not exceeded. 


9. Cost of Token : — (1) A metal number plate showing the 
number of token and period for which the tax is paid shall be 
issued by the Cantonment Board on payment of Rs. 0 -50 per 
number plate and shall be affixed by the owner on some conspi- 
cuous part of the pedal bicycle for which it is issued. 

(2) In the event of loss of the said number plate, a duplicate 
one shall be issued on payment of Re. 1 00 only. 

10. Power to seize the pedal bicycle:— -The Executive Officer 
of the Cantonment Board, the Tax Collector or any official not 
below the rank of Junior Clerk or of equivalent rank, authorised 
in this behalf by the Cantonment Board shall have the power to 
Sfizo or cuis : to be seized and detain any pedal bicycle 
which Is found in any public place within Cantonment limits 
without the necessary number plate indicating that the tax has 
been duly paid therefor. 

11. Issue of receipt for seized pedal bicycle — Whenever a 

E edal bicycle is seized and detained by any of the Official under 
yc-law 10, he shall immediately make a receipt in duplicate in 
Form ‘C’ appended to these bye-laws wherein he shall enter the 
name of owner or the person in charge of the pedal bicycle, his 
address, and full particulars of the said pedal bicycle and give 
a copy thereof to him in token of having seized and detained his 
pedal bicycle. 

12, Tax to be paid on seized pedal bicycle, — (1) The tax 
payable on pedal bicycle which is siczed and detained under 
hye-law 10 shall be equal to the amount to the tax payable 
therefor for the whole year unless it can be proved to the satis- 
faction of the Cantonment Board that the said pedal bicycle 
has been in the possession of the owner or the person in charge 
thereof for a lesser period. 

(2) The pedal bicycle seized and detained under bye-law 10 
shall be released on production of a valid receipt indicating that 
tax leviable thereon has been paid to tho Cantonment Board. 

(3) The payment of the tax after seizure of the pedal bicycle 
under bye-law 10 shall not be accepted unless it is accompanied 
by the recti p' ; ssued under bye-law 1 1 . 

13. Disposal of unreleased pedal bicycle. — (t) In the event 
of the owner or the person in charge of the pedal bicycle failed 
to produce proof of having paid the tax due and the necessary' 
number plate within 15 days of the seizure and detention of the 
said podal bicycle, it shall be liable to be sold by public auction. 

(2) When a pedal bicycle is sold by public auction, tho sale 
proceeds thereof shall be applied to the payment of tho tax due 
and such other expenses as have been incurred in giving notice 
for sale as specified in bye-law 14 and the balance if any, shall be 
refun i ■ d to the owner or the person in charge of the said pedal 
bicycle S ii zed and detained and the payment of balance may be 
mdo by money order after deducting the postal charges. 

14. Procedure to auction the unreleased pedal bicycle. — When 
a pedal bicycle is auctioned under bye-law 13, the Cantonment 
Board shall fix the time, place and conditions, subject to which 
the auction shall be conducted, and also give due notice to the 
owmr or tho person in charge of the said pedal bicycle 
communicating to him the date, place and time fixed for such 
auction. 

Provided that if the owner or the person in charge of the 
pedal bicycle so seized and detained produces a receipt of having 
paid the dues in respect of the said pedal bicycle, before the 
commencement of auction, it shall be restored to him. 

15. Safe custody of seized pedal bicycle : — The Cantonment 
Board shall take every possible measure to keep the pedal bicycle 
seized and detained under bye-law 10, in the same condition in 
which it was seized and detained, while it is in its custody. 

16. Maintenance of records of seized pedal bicycle — The 
Cantonment Board shall maintain a register wherein all the pedal 
bicycles seized and detained under bye-law 10, shall be entered 
chronologically in Form ‘D’ appended to these bye-laws. 

17. Penalty for breach of bye-laws. — If any person contra- 
venes any provision of these bye-laws, he shall be punishable 
with fine which may extend to one hundred rupees and, in the 
case of a continuing contravention, with an additional fine which 
may extend to twenty rupees for every day during which such 
contravention continues after conviction for the first such 
contravention.
